Sounded H e r O w n Officials. 


Before sending this notification, the 
Chinese governm ent addressed to its 
viceroys, governors 
and diplomatic 
representatives abroad, a long list of 
questions 
about Manchuria, 
asking 
their opinion regarding the steps the 
government should take to insure its 
restoration to China. 
On 
one point 
these replies were 
s i n g u l a r l y in ac­ 
cord—that this r e s t o r a t i o n should be 
made unconditionally. 
Advices reaching Washington indi­ 
cate th at the insistence upon the u n ­ 
conditional restoration of Manchuria 
finds favor in the Chinese capital, and 
this, it Is realized, 
opens tip an im ­ 
portant subject in connection with the 
W ashington conference. 
Having been 
the chief 
zone of operations, 
Man­ 
churia will naturally figure prom inent­ 
ly in the conference. 
China's insist­ 
ence th a t she be consulted about any 
arrangem ents concerning Manchuria 
will, if respected by the belligerents, it

REPORT OF ENGINEER IS OLT 


Provision, 
He Said, 
Should 
be 


Made for Fort her Improve* 


ments Near Here 


Major G. McC. Derby, in charge of 
the corps of federal engineers at St. 
Paul, has completed his report for the 
fiscal year ending Jun e '50. 
The report 
deals with the tipper Mississippi and 
tributaries and the great reservoirs in 
northern Minnesota. 
In regard to reservoirs, the report 
says the year saw the completion of Po- 
kegama Palls dam, the plant disman­ 
tled and removed to Pine River dam, 
where the preliminary work of recon­ 
struction was begun. 
Overflow rights were secured to 283 
tracts, aggregating 5,725.26 acres. 
To­ 
tal expenditures under the title of “ res­ 
ervoirs and headwaters,' were $22,381.52. 
The coming year it is expected to 
complete the reconstruction of the Pine 
river dam and resume work on the Pine 
river reservoir dikes*, to continue removal 
ofobstructions in the Mississippi between 
Brainerd and Grand Rapids, and con­ 
tinue to secure overflow rights to shore 
lands. 
It is estimated it will cost $125,- 
OX) to rebuild the Sandy lake dam, the 
timbers of which are rapidly decaying. 
To rebuild the dam without a lock 
would cost but $75,000. 
This section of the report says: “ Pro­ 
vision should be made also for continu­ 
ation of the work of improving the 
Mississippi river between Brainerd and 
Grand Rapids. The adjacent territory 
is rapidly settling up and the railway 
facilities are quite inadequate, so that 
steamboat traffic should increase if the 
river is kept in order.” 
Total expenditures since Ju ly 1,1898, 
from appropriation for construction of 
reservoirs, reach $406,5)74.8-4. 
The es­ 
timate for work contemplated reaches 
$.‘>55,(XX). 
The appropriation balance on 
hand Ju ly I, 1(.R)5>, was $21.5,0)0, leaving 
$140,000 needed.

At night the department store

to call off the strike 
and

The express companies have declared 
all through the strike, however, that 
not one of the men who struck would 
ever be reinstated.
